DELIVERY — Orders  will  be  safely  and  securely 
packed  in  boxes  or  bales  and  delivered  F.  O.  B. 
cars,  freight  or  express  charges  to  be  paid  by  the 
purchaser.  Our  nearest  shipping  station  is  Mill- 
burn,  Lackawanna  Railway.  We  will  use  our 
judgment  whether  to  ship  by  freight  or  express 
unless  instructed  by  the  customer. 

TERMS — Customers  with  whom  we  have  had  no 
dealings  heretofore  should  remit  with  order,  or 
send  references.  All  accounts  are  due,  net  cash, 
as  soon  as  goods  are  received.  When  goods  are 
ordered  by  express  C.  O.  D.  one-fourth  the  amount 
in  cash  should  accompany  the  order. 

EARLY  ORDERS — Customers  should  send  in  their 
orders  early,  so  we  can  place  them  on  our  aggre- 
gate. Our  work  in  the  shipping  season  is  neces- 
sarily very  much  crowded.  We  have  a large 
amount  of  orders  to  ship  in  a very  short  time.  We 
are  often  sold  out  of  certain  varieties  and  obliged 
to  refuse  late  orders.  Order  Early. 

SHIPPING  SEASON — Usually  commences  Sept.  15th 
in  the  fall,  continuing  as  long  as  ground  holds  open. 
In  the  spring  from  the  15th  of  March  until  end  of 
May. 

GUARANTEE — We  guarantee  all  our  stock  true  and 
in  good  condition  on  leaving  our  hands,  but  do  not 
guarantee  it  to  live  and  grow  at  these  prices.  In 


case  any  mistake  should  happen  in  the  naming  of 
a plant  we  will  replace  it  with  the  true  variety  as 
ordered.

We  grow  and  give  particular  at- 
tention to  Evergreens  and  also  importing  large 
quantities  of  these  from  Holland  and  France  each 
spring  ready  to  fill  customers’  orders,  if  they  prefer, 
with  imported  stock.  We  always  have  stock  not 
described  in  our  catalogues  which  we  shall  be 
pleased  to  show  and  explain  to  you  if  you  will  call. 
The  manager  lives  on  the  place  here  and  is  seldom 
away.  We  have  shout  40  trains  daily  from  Newark 
and  New  York,  many  of  them  express  to  Millburn. 
The  trolley  passes  our  door  connecting  Newark, 
Summit  and  Elizabeth.
